In such a case a court may 
grant you a special remedy— 
a writ of mandamus—to get 
justice done. 

In a writ of mandamus a 
court orders someone, as a 
rule a public officer, to do his 
lawful public duty. 

When can you seek such a 
writ? (1) You must show the 
court that you have an exist- 
ing right, not a new one you 
are trying to set up, (2) you 
must have used up other 
means of getting the duty 
done; and (3) the officer, of 
course, must owe you the duty 
under the law. It must not be 
something the law permits him 
to do or not in his discretion. 

Last, before you seek your 
writ, you must give the officer 
the opportunity to do what you 
want him to do by asking him 
to do it. If he still won’t act, 
you can then ask the court for 
the writ.
